Mr. Pratt said today that 6 juv- 
enile drivers’ licenses were revok- 
ed in Ontario on one day recently. 
“Some patents when they real- 
ize the responsibility they take 
in signing affidavits for pre-age 
Bons and daughters are refusing 
to sign, which makes it impos- 
sible sible for a license to be is- 
sued,” Mr. Pratt stated.

COSTS PER AGRE 
INCREASE IN 1942 


Citrus cost of production in 
1942 compared to the previous 
year, showed an increase per acre 
for all varieties, according to fig- 
ures compiled by the agricultural 
extension service of the Univer- 
sity of California. The increased 
costs resulted from higher labor 
and material costs for such items 
as pest control and _ fertilizer. 
Box costs reflected much of the 
acre increase. In addition, there 
was a substantial change upward 
E the yield of navel oranges and 





grapefruit. Higher yields have 
the tendency of reducing the per 
box costs, it was pointed out. 

In a five-year comparison of cul- 
tural costs, 1942 had the highest 
{with an average of $162.19 per 
acre. The following figures were 
cornpiled in the survey:

San Bernardino county had an 
increase from six to 110 cases of 
influenza for the week ending 
Dec. 31, according to state-wide 





state department of public health. 

The number of cases reported 
from 31 counties in California for 
the week was 4,788, as compared 
to 4,281 for the week ending Dec. 
25. 

Influenza in former years, ac- 
cording to the department, was 
prevalent until late January or 
February. Present situation is 
not regarded as alarming. 

In Upland the number of flu 
cases seems to be “leveling off’, 
with some cases of “epidemic 
nausea” reported by Dr. Acker- 
son. “Epidemic nausea”, some- 
times called winter vomiting dis- 
ease, is similar to flu in that it 
produces generalized aching and 
abdominal cramp-like pains. At- 
tacks are generally of a short 
duration, from 24 to 48 hours.
